Ice-cream  is  a much  safer  food  than  it  was  in  pre-war  days. 

Most  of  it  is  produced  in  ideal  conditions  in  factories  in  which  there 
is  maintained  a very  high  standard  of  hygiene.  It  is  delivered  to  the 
shops  in  cartons,  and  stored  at  the  correct  temperature  in  refrigerators 
until  it  is  sold  to  the  consumer.  Much  of  it  is  prepacked,  and  this  of 
course  reduces  the  risk  of  contamination  to  a minimum. 

Nine  samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken  during  the  year  and  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination,  all  of  which  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

FOOD  PREMISES 


I em  pleased  to  report  that  the  improvement  noted  last  year 
in  the  general  standard  of  hygiene  in  food  premises  has  been  continued. 
Criticism  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955>  have  been  made  by 
members  of  my  profession,  on  the  grounds  that  the  regulations  are  not 
stringent  enough,  but  such  is  not  my  opinion. 

measures  contained  in  the  Regulations  are  reasonable,  and  have 
common  sense.  This  fact  is  appreciated  by  food  traders,  and  makes  for 
good  co-operation  between  them  and  the  authorities. 

During-  my  inspection  of  food  premises,  I noted  several  instances 
of  contravention  by  cigarette  smoking  by  shop  assistants,  whilst  they 
were  engaged  in  their  work.  In  each  case,  after  a warning  was  given,  no 
repetition  of  the  offence  was  ooserved,  but  I think  that  this  pernicious 
practice  needs  careful  watching.
